Mecas- 
key place, seven miles north of Deca­ 
tur. was destroyed by fire Saturday 
titter noon about I :30 o'clock, one of 
the most complete liquor-making .stills 
ever seen in this section of Texas was 
revealed. The still had been set tip in 
the basement of the barn, and it is 
supposed that the fire originated from 
the torch which wits used in “cooking 
up” the mash. 
The flames destroyed 
most till tin* machinery. About fifteen 
thousand gallons of mash, and a quan­ 
tity of whiskey were consumed by the 
fire.. 
Two men, so states a report 
coming to the Messenger, were seen 
running from the barn shortly liefore 
the flames broke out, and these men* 
are being looked for in Fort AV or th by 
Sheriff George Gage and his force. 
The Mecaskey farm was recently sokl 
to parties living in Fort W orth, and 
they were owners of the property af 
the time of the fire. 
About two hun­ 
dred feet of small pipe, buried in tho 
ground, ran from the residence to Ha­ 
ha rn, and thru this pipe coal oil was 
fed to the fire beneath the whiskey- 
making container.

W ashington. I). G., M ardi 21.—A1- 
incjst one-half of the world crop of 
apples is produced in the Unled States, 
according to a bulletin on apple p ro­ 
duction, prices, and transportation cost 
made public birl ay by Hie bureau of 
rail wa y e< *on om i c s. 
‘‘Apples from tin* United States, ac­ 
cording to tin* bulletin, are distributed 
to till parts of the world, reaching 72 
different countries during the year 
ended June 30. 
1928. 
The United 
Kingdriinj was tile largest m arket for 
fresh 
and 
canned 
apples 
exported 
from this country, while Germany was 
the largest m arket for dried apples. 
“Over 93,000 ears of apples were 
shipped by rail from the producing 
areas to m arkets in this country dur­ 
ing the sam e year. 
Distribution with­ 
in the United States was widespread 
apples from the northwest reaching all 
of lie states, while those from t 
eastern and 
central states 
reach.) 
practically the entire territory east of 
tile Rooky Alaunt ains. 
“Figures covering the OO most in. 
iw rtant m arkets in the country silo., 
that apples from the stale of Was!: 
ington reached all of these markets, 
those from Oregon reached 55, a.ai 
those from Idaho 54. 
In view of tilt 
long hauls involved, tin* distribution 
id’ apples from the western states is 
significant. 
Apples from W ashington. 
Oregon and Idaho, in many instances, 
traveled over 2.500 miles to market. 
This is further emphasized when it is 
realized thai apples from the state ut 
Washington! 
predominated 
in 
New 
York City, the entire width of the 
United States separating 
the origin 
and destination points. This wide dis­ 
tribution of apples shows conclusively 
that freight rates do not restrict their 
movement. 
“Pri(*es of apples at all phases of 
Hie m arketing process fluctuated con­ 
tinuously during the past three years. 
Fluctuations were often pronounced, 
with wide daily, weekly, monthly and 
seasonal ranges in the prices paid to 
the groovers and in Hie wholesale arid 
retail markets. 
"Tin* spread or difference between 
tin* low and high prices was oft oui 
several times the freight rail* on a 
box. bushel or barrel of apples from 
producing areas to market. 
Tin* dif­ 
ference between 
the 
low .and 
high 
price at New York City for apples 
: r Minced in tin* state of Washington 
during the 1927-28 season per box was 
a difference of 82.09 lier box, and ut 
Chicago there was a 
difference of 
$2.83 jaw box. 
This spread at New 
York in tile daily average prices of 
Washington apples was about two and 
th rec-foil rt lls times the. freight rate on 
a box ‘if apples shipped from any 
point in Washington, wirily the spread 
of $2.83 per box at Chicago was about

the milk plant, using the laurels >' c- 
shipping ipowdered skim milk. 
In addition to tin* Borden plant a 
Fayetteville, there is a creamery a 
Fe1 ers’mrg. which has been in njxuM- 
tion for leu or twelve years and this 
oreamery is now doing more business 
than before the condensery was built. 
There tire also several cream stations 
in tile county. 
So this county now ha 
ti pretty large dairy industry. 
The 
farm ers 
are 
well 
satisfied 
They an* getting about 200 pounds of 
butterfat per cow, and most of them 
are producing their own feed. 
Again 
we found a large part of the dairying 
being done by tenants on tin* 50-50 
basis.
